Chicago, March I.— New evi­ 
dence of graft in Washington 
has been dug up by the special 
federal grand jury which indict­ 
ed Colonel Charles R. Forbes, 
former head of the Veterans Bu­ 
reau, and J. W. Thompson,build­ 
er, on charges of bribery in con­ 
nection with the expenditures of 
vast sums of money by the bu­ 
reau. 
Tw o congressm en were* involved in 
the new evidence. 
T he congressm en 
accepted “certain sum s of 
m oney’’ 
the ju ry stated, hut failed to say 
w hy the money was paid. 


O ther persons in W ashington (not 
atto rn e y s) speculated on official in ­ 
form ation. received money for 
ob­ 
ta in in g clemency for federal prison­ 
ers, or w ere paid for o b tain in g liquor 
perm its. 
These favors were o b ta in ­ 
ed th ro u g h “ intim acy w ith officials,’’ 
the report stated. 


T his inform ation will he presented 
to P resident Coolidge and the d e p a rt­ 
m ent of justice. 
T he special ju ry did not take ac­ 
tion on these charges because it felt 
the offenses were outside the ju ris ­ 
diction of the federal court of the 
n o rth district of Illinois. 
F o u r indictm ents were retu rn ed by 
the ju ry late yesterday, afte r several 
weeks of exam ination of num erous 
witnesses. 
Forbes and Thom pson, wfm is bead 
of the Thom pson and Black Construc ­ 
tion com pany of St. Louis aud C h ica­ 
go, are charged w ith cunspiracy to 
defraud the go v ern m en t in connec­ 
tion w ith the construction pf hospi­ 
tals and w ith conspiracy t<f com m it 
bribery.

o th e r indictm ent c h arg in g TiiVq wtfh 
accepting bribes, and Thom pson was 
also indicted on charges of bribing 
Forbes.

er, on charges of bribery in con 
nection with the expenditures of 
vast sums of money by the bu­ 
reau. 
Two congressmen were involved in 
the new evidence. 
Tile congressmen 
accepted “certain sums of 
money” 
the jury stated, but failed to say 
why the money was paid. 
Other persons in Washington (not 
attorneys) speculated on official in­ 
formation, received money for 
ob­ 
taining clemency for federal prison­ 
ers, or were paid for obtaining liquor 
permits. 
These favors were obtain­ 
ed through “ intimacy with officials,” 
the report stated. 
This information will be presented 
to President Coolidge and the depart­ 
ment of justice. 
The special jury did not take ac­ 
tion on these charges because it felt 
the offenses were outside the juris­ 
diction of the federal court of the 
north district of Illinois. 
Four indictments were returned by 
the jury late yesterday, after several 
weeks of examination of numerous 
witnesses. 
Forbes and Thompson, who is head 
of the Thompson and Black Construc­ 
tion company of St. Louis and Chica­ 
go, are charged with conspiracy to 
defraud the government in connec­ 
tion with the construction pf hospi­ 
tals and with conspiracy tqtlcoinmit 
bribery.

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PAINTING 
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IMMIGRATION PHOM!I MS 


T he DISPAIN H carried a recent review of immigration prob­ 
lems and stated as the authority on the question Hon. .lames *1. 
Davis, secretary of labor, who has made an exhaustive first-hand 
examination of the problem. 
He was accompanied by Oswald 
Ryan, formerly a member of the National Executive committee 
of the American Legion, in which office he had become identified 
with the movement for a constructive* immigration |>olicy. 
Mr. 
Oswald has recently returned from Europe, where be investigated 
immigration conditions tor the I tilted States government, ac­ 
companying Secretary Davis. 
Mr. Ryan gives a summary of conditions in the March num­ 
ber of the Elks magazine. 
He presents some new thoughts which 
are startling. He says in part: 
“Undoubtedly the thing that has 
brought the immigration problem to its present acute stage was 
the change Which occurred about 30 years ago in the source and 
character of our immigration stream. 
For a generation we have 
been getting large numbers of immigrants from races and nations 
whose institutions and culture were basically different from the 
institutions and culture th.it form the background of American 
civilisation. 
They came in such large number# that they very 
naturally developed a mass resistance to American ideas and cul­ 
ture, forming important, unassimilated groups in the large cities 
and oftentimes in the smaller communities. 
The fact that they 
were not from closely allied racial stocks and that they had no 
historical connection with the root of American civilization made 
their absorption perplexiugly difficult. 
“No informed person any longer doubts the truth of the state­ 
ment that we have I teen getting for a generation less than our 
share of the better class of European peoples. 
“Tile extraordinarily large per cent of alien-stock inmates in 
our public charitable, insane and penal institutions is further 
proof of the influx of weak mentality and tainted blood which 
constitutes one cit the fruits of a reckless immigration policy. 
“Our present immigration laws, it is true, are intended to 
bar undesirables, defective's and illiterates. 
But do they? 
“By our leave, certain European governments have for a gen­ 
eration made a business of unloading their undesirables upon the 
United States. 
“We found in one European city a few months ago a definite 
plan under con si dei*1, ti on for relieving congestion in their public 
institutions through emigration to-tho United States. 
I have bad 
governmental leaders in Europe Admit their desire and their pol­ 
icy to part with only their undesirables. 
The president of one 
European republic recently said privately in my presence; ‘We are 
willing to let you have the old and infirm and what you call the 
rubbish.’ 
Two days later the ex-prime minister aud one of the 
outstanding leaders of another country said to us: Hientlimcn, 
remember we do not intend to let you have* any of our good peas­ 
ants. 
You may have our jwjlitieal malcontents.’ ”

I M M I G R A T I O N P R O B L E M S 


T he DISPATCH carried a recent review of immigration prob­ 
lems and stated as the authority on the question Hon. James J. 
Davis, secretary of labor, who has made an exhaustive first-hand 
examination of the problem. 
Ile was accompanied by Oswald 
Ryan, formerly a member of the National Executive committee 
of the American Legion, in which office he had 'become identifier 
with the movement for a constructive immigration policy. 
Mr. 
Oswald has recently returned from Europe, where he investigated 
immigration conditions for the United States government, ac­ 
companying Secretary Davis. 
Mr. Ryan gives a summary of conditions in the March num­ 
ber of the Elks magazine. He presents some new thoughts which 
are startling. He says in part: 
“ Undoubtedly the thing that has 
brought the immigration problem to its present acute stage was 
the change Which occurred about 30 years ago in the source and 
character of our immigration stream. 
For a generation we have 
been getting large numbers of immigrants from races and nations 
whose institutions and culture were basically different from the 
institutions and culture that form the background of American 
civilization. 
They came in such large numbers that they very 
naturally developed a mass resistance to American ideas and cul­ 
ture, forming important, unassimilated groups in the large cities 
and oftentimes in the smaller communities. 
The fact that they 
were not from closely allied racial stocks and that they had no 
historical connection with the root of American civilization made 
their absorption perplexing^ difficult. 
“No informed person any longer doubts the truth of the state­ 
ment that we have been getting for a generation less than our 
share of the better class of European peoples. 
“The extraordinarily large per cent of alien-stock inmates in 
our public charitable, insane and penal institutions is further 
proof of the influx of weak mentality and tainted blood which 
constitutes one af the fruits of a reckless immigration p o licy . 
“Our present immigration laws, it is true, are intended to 
bar undesirables, defectives and illiterates. 
But do they? 
“By our leave, certain European governments have for a gen­ 
eration made a business of unloading their undesirables upon the 
United States. 
“We found in one European city a few months ago a definite 
plan under considewition for relieving congestion in their public 
institutions through .emigration to the United Suites. 
I have had 
governmental leaders in Europe admit their desire and their pol­ 
icy to part with only their undesirables. 
The president of one 
European republic recently said privately in my presence: ‘We are 
willing to let you have the old and infirm and what you call the 
rubbish.’ 
Two days later the ex-prime minister and one of the 
outstanding leaders of another country said to us: ‘Gentlemen, 
remember we do not intend to let you have any of our good peas­ 
ants. 
You may have our political malcontents.’ ’’
